My Dear Mr. Wood; 


Several weeks ago, while attending the Far West- 
ern Numismatic Conference at San Francisco, I was con- 
versing with our mutual friend, Arthur Wyman, and during 
our talk he suggested that any problems or information 
which might be desired, should well be submitted to you. 

I am therefore taking the liberty to write you for some 
information if same is available. 


Just recently a party came into our office with 
a Peace Medal of Millard Fillmore which I should like to 
know about, there being nothing in our library giving in- 
formation concerning these. The piece is 64mm in size, 


weighs in its present state some 3 ounces and 3 pennyweight. 


Obverse bust of Millard Fillmore with inscription"Millara 
Fillmore President of the United States". Reverse - a 
soldier and Indian standing facing each other. The bal- 
ance of whatever may be on the medal is obliterated from 
a fire which the piece evidently went through which has 
partially destroyed it. Also, the medal is either of a 
base silver or the heat from the fire has somewhat taken 
from the metal, as it does not seem to be pure silver and 
rings poorly. 


The gentleman with the piece stated that from 


several sources years ago(when the piece was in the possess- 


ion of his father), they had found it to be one of only two 


known or issued. Now, the piece was picked up on the battle- 
field after the Custer massacre by an employee of this man's 


father, given to the son by the father to whom it was pre- 
sented, and been in the family ever since. 


I would appreciate a bit of information regard- 
ing the piece, its probable genuiness, number of issue if 
available, etc. Anything concerning the piece will be 
appreciated. 


1 am also enclosing a rubbing of a medal which 
has been described as of Jamestown, Pennsylvania and also 
being connected with Indian history. Will appreciate some- 
thing definite about this item.
